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I/} (57) Abstract: An electronic device (A 1) is, for example, a liquid crystal display device built in a mobile telephone. The electronic 
© device (Al) includes an IC chip (3) mounted on the rear surface of a substrate (1A) and a light shading tape (41) for suppressing 
2 incident light coming to the IC chip (3). On the light shading tape (41), information (51) on the electronic device (Al) is displayed. 

This information (51) is, for example, a lot number of the electronic device (Al). Thus, the light shading tape (41) has two functions: 
Q the light shading function and the information display function. 
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
